nothing in the act should be held or con­ 
strued to involve, in any manner, the United 
States in any p ecuniary obligation, ex cep t 
as to the p aym ent of tolls; dec'aring th at 
no p art of the cap ital stock p aid in shall be 
at any time withdraw n or return© 1 to the 
stockholders, or be in any m anner div erted 
from the p rop er uses of the corp oration; and 
th a t if stock to the am ount of $ 10,0o0,000 be 
not subscribed and 10 p er cent thereon be not 
actually p aid within two years, or if tlio 
work of construction shall not be actually 
commenced and be in p rogress a t the ex p ira­ 
tion of four years, the corp oration shall be 
deemed to have ex p ired 
An am endm ent offered by Vance, requiring 
th at all laborers emp loyed in t he work should 
be either nativ e or naturalized citizens of the 
U nited States, went the way of Vest’s p ro­ 
p osals. 
The nay vote on the canal bill was as fol­ 
lows: N ays—Bate, Berry, Blackburn, Coke 
Faulkner, George, Gibson, Hamp ton, Konna, 
Pasco, Reagan, Riddleberger, Vest, W alt­ 
hall, Wilson ol M aryland—15.

The term ‘’first \vat?r" is varied in 
meaning according to the class of goods 
carried by the dottier using it. 
It is now, 
however, intended to refer to a diamond 
that is absolutely free from all trace of 
color, blemish, flaws or other imper­ 
fections, and whose brilliancy is perfect. 
It is almost inipotisibletovaluea diamond 
by its weight. 
(.tolar, brilliancy, cutting 
and the general character and perfection 
of the stone are all to be taken into ac­ 
count. 
Of two stones, both flawless and 
of the same weight, onemav be worth 
1600 and tin* other #12,000. Exceptional 
stones often bring fancy prices, whereas 
off colored stones sell for from #00 to 
#100 a carat, regardless of size. 
The 
poorer qualities have depreciated so much 
that s o up * an* worth only one-tenth to 
one-quarter of what they were twenty 
years ago. 
Tnis is especially trueof large 
stones of the second or third quality. As 
an instance of the depreciation of colored 
stones we remember the famous Dewey 
diamond, found near Manchester, Va., in 
1850, on which the late John Morrissey 
loaned #0,(k)0. ’I his stone weighed eleven 
carats after cutting, but it would scarcely 
bring as many hundreds today, except 
for associations. 
To be really line, a diamond should 1« 
cut neither too deep nor too shallow 
(spread, as it is termed), but should 1«? 
mathematically perfect in its proportions. 
A dealer usually buys either a deep or a 
epread stone for as much less than the 
price of the perfect stone which can bo 
cut from it as will pay the expenses and 
the risk of reeuttilig. 
For example, a 
three carat spread or deep stone may furn­ 
ish only a two and a quarter carat stone 
of perfect shape, and is, therefore, worth 
the price of the latter, less the risk and 
cost cf recutting, and not as much, or 
more than a three carat, simply bec ause 
it spreads over more surface. Verv often 
Brazilian gems, the very finest* as re­ 
gards purity, and brilliancy and perfec­ 
tion of cutting, yet containing some al­ 
most microscopic carbonaceous fragment 
or some slight flaw, may be rejected by a 
person who wishes absolute perfection; 
but this same person may select a etons 
that, though perfect in every way. lacks 
that essential feature of a fine diamond, 
brilliancy, and is almost lustreless when 
compared with the etono that he had re­ 
jected. 
Then* ere c.3 many different qualities in 
diamonds a3 in horses. 
Diamonds may 
D* round, ovul-ublong, rounded squares 
or square; the cuttings m aybe mathe­ 
matically correct, tine, fair or poor. 
A 
diamond may U* of the proper depth or 
it may be too deep; it may be shallow or 
spread; it may bo perfect; it may be 
slightly fiawed^rpntaiix « hjack Kpot q be 
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f brnliant or medium brilliant. 
Its color 
may be pure white, milky, steel blue or 
it may be off color, tinted or bye-water; 
in fact, there can be many hundreds of 
differences in a one carat stone. 
As Jefferies, the diamond dealer and 
authority, said in 1730, the fine diamond 
should be os clear as pure rock.water, 
perfect in shape, and not only pure white, 
but lively, showing fire, as it is called. 
Any undecided tint of brown, yellow, 
gray or of her color is a positive blemish. 
But when the tint is decided, as blu<\ 
pink or green, in which case the colors 
are called “fancy,” they are held in high 
estimation.—New York Mail and Ex­ 
press.

The gifts presented are of 
infinite variety; but in almost every case 
a goose and a gander, the recognized 
emblems of conjugal fidelity, figure con­ 
spicuously among the offerings ¿nade by 
the bridegroom.

birds is so strange that one is apt to con­ 
sider it as one of the peculiar outcomes 
of the topsy turvy Chinese mind, which 
regards the left hand as the place of 
honor and the stomach as the seat of the 
intellect.

Chloride of Sodium. 
The salt mountains of Nevada, the salt 
island in Louisiana, as well as various 
other deposits of chloride of sodium in 
different parts of the world, are almost 
absolutely pure chloride of sodium. 
Of 
22.28 ¡K*r cent, of salts found in Great 
Salt lake, the remarkable proportion of 
20,10 per cent, is found to 
Ik* pure 
chloride of sodium, and yet many of the 
streams running into the lake contain 
vastly larger quantities of other salts; 
some of the water is so heavily charged 
with nitrates and sulphates of soda and 
potash as to be unlit for animals to drink; 
and all the potash salts in the lake have 
disappeared. 
The peculiar character of 
these phenomena have long been studied 
by geologists and chemists, but no one 
theory in particular appears to l>e applic­ 
able to ail the facts presented in the 
localities r ained.—New York Sun.

Light Work 
Done by Hosts of Pretty 
Girls with Nim ble Fingers. 
From lower Broadway away lip to 
Seventeenth street may be found hun­ 
dreds of stores where handsome, glossy 
feather’s nre exposed for sale. 
In them 
are employed twenty times the number 
of pretty girls, whose occupation, from 
7 or 8 o'clock in the morning till long 
past 5 in the evening, is to smooth and 
curl and steam the ruffled wings of the 
feathered tribe brought from all parts of 
the world, and in all shades, sizes and 
conditions. 
The primary object in steaming feath­ 
ers is to limber the quills and lay the 
ruffled, tiny feathers that are the compo­ 
nents of not only the completed bonnet, 
but of tin* ¡» rice itself. 
And, indeed, the 
husband who would be so cruel as to re­ 
fuse his wife such a love of a tiling as is 
made out of these van-colored articles 
doesn’t deserve to have a wife. 
Steaming 
feathers 
seems 
simple 
enough. 
“Just hold them over the 
steam.” 
But the novice would get his 
fingers burned and burned again in tlio 
attempt, and 
then—well, 
then, 
the 
feather would be worth throwing away. 
The old fashioned way of doing the work, 
which is still iu vogue in the smaller 
stores, is to fill an ordinary tin kettle, 
having an extra long and straight nozzle, 
with water, and then heat it. 
When the 
l>oiling point is reached and the steam 
issues forth the work of the pretty 
steamer begins. 
The feather is held in 
the steam, and with disengaged hand tho 
girl smooths tho obstinate particles until 
they shine as brightly as the eye of the 
worker. 
This is all the work there is to 
it. 
Still, it is a long, tedious occupation, 
which strains the mind us well as tho 
hands. 
In addition to being steamed tho feath­ 
ers nre dyed, curled and finally prepared 
for the milliner, after being glued to the 
regulation wire pin, much after tho 
fashion of the flower from the florist. 
Dyeing a feather is like dyeing anything 
else, save perhaps that it costs more, be­ 
cause there is so little of it. 
The curling 
is done over a hot fire, deft fingers again 
playing a prominent part in shaping tho 
twists and turns until they represent, so 
husbands will claim, about #5 a twist. 
Then the wing feathers are attached to 
the wire pins or handles by means of 
paste and a heavy, thick strip of cloth, 
and then the goods are ready for tho 
market. 
Just how long it takes to steam and 
prepare each feather is a question that 
even skilled workwomen cannot answer. 
Their intuition and knowledge of tho 
article is a help in determining, but some 
feathers are just qs obstinate ¡thout getting 


steamed anti jK>Tished as their 
original 
owners were about getting caught, and 
they will not down. 
But slender fingers 
finally coax the wayward tips and then 
the work is finished. 
Of course in the larger houses the 
method of doing this work is much 
simpler, though probably no contrivance 
lias yet been devised for supplanting tho 
girls and their deft work with machinery. 
Indeed, it is doubtful if there could be a 
machine invented to so thoroughly get 
at the little details with which the work 
abounds, and this may be the cause of 
the girls’ constant good 
nature.— New 
York World.

M ethods ot L e tte r Stealers. 
During a service of eleven years as as­ 
sistant postmaster, I had occasion to in­ 
vestigate the methods of letter breakers 
in the po; tofiiee and on the rail, and 1 
came to the conclusion that no one could 
steal from the mails very long without 
getting caught. 
Iu nine cases out of ten, 
perhaps, in my experience, the thieves 
destroyed the envelopes and letters by 
sending them on 
a journey through a 
sewer or by casting them into a fire. 
That was done, of course, to give out the 
impression that the letters had been lost 
in transit, and it took careful work to 
trace the stealing to tho right man. 
However, it was done with unerring ac 
curacy. 
Steaming tho envelope 
at 
the sealed part blackens the envelope 
somewhat and leads to discovery. Then, 
too, no envelope can be o}*>m*d under 
the softening influence of steam without 
cracking the edges of the flap of the 
envelope so raised. 
Tho whole flap is 
cracked in slight checks or chaps under 
steaming, the mucilage is weakened, 
and the whole job is so apparent that it 
is not hard work to detect that the 
letter lias been tampered with. 
To open 
a letter dry with a knife blade also 
makes fractures in tho edges of the flap, 
no matter how carefully the knife is 
worked under tho edges, and leads to 
discovery. 
1 don't understand why any 
employe of the posteflico department 
will take tho chances of robbing a letter 
under the present system, us he is bound 
to be caught it. -Globe-Democrat.
